WORKEED HER BROTHER'S SPOOK.

The Spirit Greatly Worrisd Abext Debts
He Hsd Whem on Barth, -

Bl@ DONATIONS T0 PUT HIN BQUARE

BixomamTox, N. Y., May 2—A most
remarkable ghost story has just come to
light, which were it pot for the standing of
the person who relates it, would be uoworthy
of credence, Incredulous as it may seem it
ean be vouched for,

Two years ago Micbael Connors, fireman
on the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com-
pany's Railroad, was killed in the tunnel
Connors was a single man and lived with his
parents in this eity. The incidents of his
death had passed away from the recollections

of all sxeept his moat intimate friends and-

family, but they were vividly recalled a

chamber window and gently tap on the
pane for admission.
Worrled About His Mondane Debts.
Bhe claimed that the spirit was

much annoyed on mocount of the debta that
Connors owed at the time of his taking off;
and that she had been importuned to secure

the money some way and pay them. BShe
said that it was the spirit’s request that the |,
lantern that her brother ed should be

kept barning at the foot of her bed, an it bad
been his custom when he was here on earth,
a8 he desired to make o spiritual trip to the
spot where he met his death,

The young lady was ill at the time, and
she insisted that the lantern should be ke
buruing nights, The family were nearly
frightdned oot of their wits, but she told
them to have no fears, as the spirit would
not harm her.

The story at the time became current
among her iriends, many of whom called to
see her. Shbo told them of the visit of the
spirit of the departed and beloved brother,
and that she needed money to ligaidate his
debts. His spirit wounld never rest in peace
until the obligations agaiust him were puid.

Her story was generally believed, and her
appeals for money were generously re-
sponded to, and as her illness was somewhat
protracted she secured & round sum of the
coin of the realm. Bhe sent for the engineer
with whom her brother worked, Bhe told
him of the spiritnal visitition, and stated
that tho spirit had said to her that it had fre-
quently visited the tunpel and had ridden
on the engine.
